The tie 
decision let stand a

H. P ratt and the U.S. Appeals Court 
for the District of Columbia in favor 
of the Sierra Club and other environ 
mentalist groups. However, a tie 
vote in the Supreme Court does not 
constitute a final definition of law

U.S. paying Laotians for combat? 


WASHINGTON

- The 
United States is paying Laotian Air 
Force pilots for combat missions 
they don’t fly and the salaries of 
Cambodian soldiers who either don’t 
exist or are children, according to a 
congressional staff report. 


The report, written by two staff 
investigators for the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee who toured 
Southeast Asia in April, detailed 
military conditions 
in Thailand, 
Laos, Cambodia and Vietnam in the 
aftermath 
of 
the 
Paris 
peace 
agreements and 
the subsequent 


withdrawal of American troops. 
The study, issued Sunday by a 
subcomm ittee 
of 
the 
foreign 
relations panel, said investigators 
James G. Lowenstein and Richard 
M. Moose discovered the United 
States was making monthly lump 
sum payments to Laotian Air Force 
pilots for not flying missions. 
“ We were told that the Laos Air 
Force wants to comply with the 
ceasefire 
but that the military 
region commanders, especially in 
the south, continue to call for 
strikes,” the staff aides reported, 
adding that the funds were paid “ to 


encourage the air force not to fly.” 
The two investigators said they 
confirmed that the money to pay 
Laotian flight salaries comes from 
the 
Pentagon and 
is disbursed 
through the Central Intelligence 
Agency outpost in Vientiane, the 
capital of Laos. 


The report also confirmed stories 
of how thousands of children under 
16 were on the Cambodian Army 
payroll — perhaps as many as 4,500.

unit 
commanders 
“like to recruit children because 
they can pocket their pay and the 


children don’t complain,” the report 
said. 
The study said Lowenstein and 
Moose were also told by Cambodian 
officials that as many as 100,000 
“phantom” soldiers may have been 
listed on that country’s military 
payroll.

They started taking pictures 
over Washington state and northern 
Oregon and moved southeast across 
the west.

The pilots spotted several targets 
in Oklahoma, including Fort Cobb 
reservoir, but reported that much of 
eastern Texas was blanketed by 
clouds.

Bean, Owen K. Garriott and Jack R 
Lousma, plan to double the duration 
of their predecessors and stay up a 
record 56 days.

Helicopter carrying Brandt almost crashes 


MASSADA, Israel (U PI) - Strong winds 
buffeted a helicopter which Chancellor 
Willy Brandt and 29 other persons were 
using today on a sightseeing trip, causing it 
to swerve and pushing it to within 100 feet 
of a 1,200-foot drop on this rock fortress 
overlooking the desert floor. 
Someone inside the Israeli Sikorsky-53 
helicopter pushed Brandt out the front door 
after the helicopter came to rest. The West 
German chancellor landed on his feet. 
Brandt brushed himself off, walked away 
and afterwards asked, “ what accident?” 
Archeologist Yigal Yadin stood nearby 
and greeted Brandt for a 45-minute tour of 


the fortress, situated 1,200 feet above the 
Dead Sea and built by Herod the Great. 
Romans besieged it for three years before 
the remaining Jews committed suicide in 
73A.D.

Israeli 
ambassador 
to 
Bonn, 
Eliashiv Ben Horin, fell 20 feet from the 
helicopter, sustaining minor injuries to his 
leg, tearing his shirt in several places and 
scuffing his trousers. Helicopter crewmen 
treated him and he joined the tour 15 
minutes later.

German 
undersecretary of state, and Nahum Astar, 


an Israeli Foreign Ministry official, sus­ 
tained slight injuries to their hands and 
legs. Helicopter crewmen bandaged the 
cuts. 
The accident occurred on the final day of 
Brandt’s five-day official visit to Israel. 
Witnesses said the swirling dust thrown 
up by the clattering helicopter blades 
almost obscured the craft. It turned around 
and around over the ledge and then rolled 
back toward the edge after it touched 
down.

He surprised the jury and 
defense by having two life size male 
mannikins brought into the court by deputy 
sheriffs. 
The mannikins, their bodies pierced by 
wooden do wells to show the course of 
bullets fired into the victims as they sat at 
lunch with Yanikian at the Santa Barbara

Hotel, 
brought 
startled 
exclamations from some jurors, and stifled 
laughter from others. 
Minier said he felt it was better to use 
mannikins to show the barrage of bullets

Oil slick work of nature 


SANTA BARBARA (U P I) - The oil slick 
in the Santa Barbara Channel is a work of 
nature, 
according 
to 
two 
state 
investigators who 
scouted 
the ocean 
bottom in a tiny submarine. 
The slick appeared last week, fed by an 
upwelling of oil and natural gas from the 
ocean floor. 
It was last reported floating offshore in a 
ribbon about 50 yards wide stretching 
about 3 miles down the coast. 
Mel Odemar, marine biologist for the 


state Department of Fish and Game, and 
Dan Everitts, petroleum engineer with the 
state Lands Division, descended 225 feet 
Sunday in a small submarine to examine 
the source of the slick. 
Divers provided by petroleum companies 
examined the ocean floor last week after 
the upwelling erupted. They reported back 
that it was caused by natural leakage from 
undersea oil deposits, and was unconnected 
with the operations in the channel of 
offshore drilling platforms. 


M an kills wife, five children 


BOSTON (UPI) — A security guard who 
once complained his family was “ a noose 
around my neck” killed his wife and five of 
his six children before taking his own life 
with an overdose of drugs. 
Police said Sunday that George O’Leary 
shot his wife, Thelma, and five children; 
George Jr., 13; Colleen, 11; Kathleen, 10; 
and Michael and Melinda, 8-year-old twins, 
some time Friday or Saturday. 
Their bodies were discovered by the 


eldest daughter, Theresa, 14, Sunday when 
she returned from a week-long stay at 
Boston City Hospital. 
Police said the girl had been taken back 
to the hospital where she was resting 
comfortably. 
Medical Examiner George Curtis said 
the bodies were badly decomposed. “ It’s 
difficult to come to a decision on the period 
of their death, but 24-48 hours is a rough es­ 
timate,” Curtis said.

Kissinger, Tho 
reported 
still far apart 


SAIGON (UPI) — South Vietnamese 
government 
sources said today U.S. negotiator Henry Kissinger 
and Le Due Tho of North Vietnam are still far apart on six 
major points in their Paris talks to put teeth into the Jan. 27 
ceasefire agreement. 
Observers recalled, however, that when the first word of 
the cease-fire agreement leaked out last October, South 
Vietnam balked for months before accepting it because 
among other things it did not require North Vietnamese 
troops to withdraw. 
Just how much more effort will be needed on all sides is 
borne out by two of the points that Tho has refused even to 
discuss, the South Vietnamese sources said. President 
Thieu will insist on spelling them out before he will agree to 
any new arrangement, they said. 
The points are: 
1. Withdrawal of the 145,000 to 300,000 North Vietnamese 
troops estimated (respectively by the United States and 
South Vietnam) to be in South Vietnam. Thieu wants them 
out; Tho refuses to admit they are even there. 
2. Re-establishment of the Demilitarized Zone (DMZ), 
the six-mile-wide strip that was supposed to serve as a 
buffer between North and South Vietnam. It served as a 
sieve instead, and became only a memory after the 
Communists opened their Easter offensive last year. 
The other four points are almost equally sticky. They 
include: 
—The delineation of zones of control, either Saigon or 
Viet Cong, in South Vietnam. Saigon will agree only to the 
delineation of military positions. The Viet Cong insists that 
administrative 
and 
demographic 
zones be 
marked 
out—how much land and how many people each side 
controls. 
—The 
establishment of 
the 
National Council 
of 
Reconciliation and Concord within a certain time-limit. 
The original deadline as recommended by the Paris 
agreement was 90 days after the cease-fire, or April 26. But 
that date has come and gone because the two sides cannot 
agree on who should belong to the council or what it should 
*do. 
—General elections. Thieu wants elections as Soon as 
possible, but not while North Vietnamese troops remain in 
South Vietnam The Viet Cong want the elections delayed to 
give them more time to gain ground politically under the 
protection of their own forces and their close allies, the 
North Vietnamese. 
—A timetable for reduction of the South Vietnamese and 
Viet Cong armies. The original Paris agreement laid down 
none. Any new timetable would probably be a dead letter 
because of the issue of North Vietnamese troops.

NEW YORK (U P I) — There is that temptation to call it one of the 
greatest races ever run. 
Some among the 69,138 at Belmont Park Saturday went a little 
further.

They said it m ight’ve been THE greatest race ever run, certainly 
the most remarkable. 
They could be right. 
From my own personal point of view, I ve seen some pretty 
impressive performances in all sports the past quarter century, 
which, coincidentally, is the last time the Triple Crown was won by a 
superlative horse named Citation. 
As far as individual performances go, I saw Don Larsen pitch a 
perfect game in the World Series; Bob Beamon accomplish his 
unbelievable long jum p; Billy Mills in his unforgettable 10,000, Jack 
Nicklaus set his U.S. Open record and Mark Spitz cornei the m arket 
on gold medals. All were something to see. 


In team efforts, I’ve also seen the New York Mets and Jets capture 
world titles, the Los Angeles Lakers reel off 33 in a row and only 
lately, the Miami Dolphins sweep the boards clean. 
Never before, though, have I ever seen anything like the manner in 
which Secretariat ran off all by himself and smashed all previous 
existing American records Saturday. 
It wasn’t a race so much as it was a spectacle, one I don’t think 1 11 
ever forget the rest of my life. 
I find I’m not the only one who feel that way. Others do, too. 
Says Donald Grant, the M ets’ board chairman who was among those 
at Belmont Saturday; 
“ It wasn’t only the fact that Secretariat won by 31 lengths. That m 
itself was really incredible, but the atmosphere and everything else 
about the way in which he did it made his accomplishment all the 
more astounding. I never have seen anything like it in my life. ” 


Neither did Lucien Laurin, Secretariat’s trainer. 
“ You’re kidding?” he replied when someone asked him whether 
Secretariat’s performance Saturday was the finest he had ever seen in 
his life. “ How could it possibly be any better.” 
Inevitably, Laurin was asked to compare Secretariat with Man 
o’War and Citation. 
“ I never saw Man o’ War run,” replied the little whitehaired 
trainer, “ I was around Citation though. I thought he was one of the 
greatest race horses I ever saw in my life.” 
Laurin gave it a little more thought. 
“ I think he’s a better horse,” he said. 
Which one? 
“ My horse!” 
Laurin didn’t have to think on that one at all. 


Secretariat, whose racing days are numbered because he has been 
syndicated for $6,080,000, which means he figures to be all through 
running by Nov. 15, is a magnificent looking animal. He has a regal 
m anner about him to go with nis extraordinary gook looks. But he isn’t 
nearly as friendly as most horses; he’s somewhat stand-offish, in fact. 
“I think he’s rem ote,” says his Meadow Stable’s owner, Helen 
(Penny) Tweedy, also owner of Riva Ridge, who won last year’s 
Kentucky Derby and Belmont, but not the Preakness. 
“ If Secretariat were a person, you’d say he was aware of his public 
image. He knows how to behave. When the cam eras click, the ears go 
up. He will kind of tease and munch and look distant, but he’ll give 
every photographer one shot with the head up and the ears forward 
and the eyes alert. H e’s aw are of people and the role he’s supposed to 
but then he’ll turn his back and go back to his hay or whatever, 
i not a cozy, friendly horse. He doesn’t seem to need people. 
“ Now Riva Ridge needs affection very much and needs to be told 
how wonderful he is. I think he likes that sort of thing. Secretariat 
tolerates it. The only person I know whom he may be very good friends 
with is his groom, Eddie Sweat, who is absolutely marvelous. I think 
Eddie represents a large percentage of Secretariat’s ability to 
conserve and present his speed at the right tim e. He never fights him, 
but always keeps him calm and happy. Secretariat is very hard to get 
to know.”

FBI choice 


It would appear that President Nixon’s 
search for a director of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation is ended with the 
nomination of Clarence M. Kelley, Kansas 
City, Mo., police chief. 
On the surface, Kelley comes highly 
qualified for this extremely important 
position. He was a former FBI man for 21 
years until his retirement in 1961 to 
become police chief of his home town. As 
police chief of Kansas City he has reduced 
that community’s crime rate by 24.3 per 
cent since 1969. 
His background for all of his adult life is 
law enforcement. In our opinion this had to 
be the top qualification for the important 
post of FBI director. There appears to be 
no political involvements in the career of 


Kelley such as there were in the aborted 
appointment of L. Patrick Gray. 
Kelley still faces confirmation by the 
Senate and it is certain that details of his 
long career in law enforcement will be 
magnified and expanded upon. 
If confirmed by the Senate, Kelley will 
take command of a law enforcement 
agency 
which 
has 
been 
without

permanent head since the death of J. 
Edgar Hoover May 2, 1972. He will take 
command of an agency which has also 
been shaken and demoralized in the 
Watergate scandal. 
If what we know about Kelley at present 
is fact, it appears certain that he will put 
this highly sensitive and important agency 
back on the right track.

China digging 


SIAN, Shensi Province, China — 
In this teasure house of China’s 
ancient history the old and the new 
are both part of the upsurge of a 
people whose energies have been 
released as rarely before. 
The broad Sian 
plain that sweeps 
down 
from 
the 
rugged 
co u n try 
around 
Yenan 
is 
cultivated 
to 
the 
last inch and the 
fields 
of 
wheat, 
ready for harvest, 
are yellow in the 
sun. With extensive 


irrigation and electrical pumps to 
bring the water out of deep wells 
and send it coursing down thousands 
of channels, the crop yield is said to 
be at least half again as great as it 
was before 1949. By the end of the 
decade the total will be double that 
“ before liberation.”

achievements as we have talked 
with them in traveling around the 
country is familiar enough. What 
surprises the visitor is pride in the 
ancient past. That pride is reflected

archaeological teams excavating 
the tombs of the Tang dynasty that 
flourished in Sian from 618 to 917 
A.D with imperial rule over all of

garden designed around the restored 
pavilions, 
in

scholarly, humorous Yuan Chung-yi 
is to get an idea of the wealth that 
has already come to light and the far 
greater riches still to come. 


As director of the Committee for 
Preservation of Relics, Yuan is 
coordinator of the work of the 
museum and the archaeological digs 
in the province. Many of the objects 
— the figurines, the mirrors, the

A bronze wine container in the 
shape of a rhinoceros has a vivid 
lifelike quality.

To go down into the princess’s 
tomb through the long entry way 
with the murals of court life on 
either side, many reproductions 
based on careful research along 
with 
the 
dim 
fragments 
that 
survived damp, cold and tomb 
robbers, is to get a dramatic sense 
of that ancient past. It is to share 
the enthusiasm of the archaeologists 
— Chao Pei-yuan, who calls himself 
an am ateur although he has been in 
the work for 14 years and is head of 
the 
team, 
and, 
a 
professional 
archaeologist, Yang Cheng-hsin 
But if princess Yung Tai’s tomb 
was a success, with 1,354 pieces 
recovered in spite of the tomb 
robbers — the skeleton of one of 
which was found clutching gold and 
silver pieces after he had apparently 
fallen out with his confederates — it 
pales beside the project just ahead 
The team is preparing to excavate 
the tomb of Emperor Li Chi, which 


occupies 
v irtu a lly 
a 
whole 
mountain. A royal way leading to 
the em peror’s tomb is lined with 
massive stone sculptures of birds, 
animals and tomb guardians. At the 
end of the way is a kind of royal 
enclosure with 61 stone figures 
representing the ambassadors and 
heads of state who came from afar 
to attend the em peror’s funeral. 
This, incidentally, belies the myth 
that China as the middle kingdom 
was shut away from the rest of the 
world. During the Tang dynasty 21 
countries, running from Afghanistan 
to Persia, were represented at 
court. 
What 
is 
happening 
today 
in 
Peking, 
with 
more 
and 
more 
emissaries coming from abroad, 
suggests a parallel with the epoch of 
the Tang emperors in opening up a 
China so long unknown. 
The 
archaeologists know well 
that, supported by funds from the 
Provincial treasury, they will never 
run out of work. In one county alone, 
about 40 miles from Sian, are 18 
im perial 
tom bs 
still 
to 
be 
excavated. Along with these are 
annex tombs of relatives and state 
ministers — 17 such annexes with 
the tomb of Emperor Li Chi 
From 
the 
height 
which 
the 
emperor chose for his burial you 
look out on a great sweep of country. 
You see the extraordinary terraces 
for intensive cultivation built with 
so much hard, stooping labor on 
every hillside. It is the old and the 
new in a China that old Emperor Li 
Chi would have understood.
